• p. 95 1. 11: 19 should be 19A. 

• pp. 109-113 (at least): there are large spaces not caused by line justification after citations of 
"Java Web Server[s] 11". The drawings show (at least) Web Servers ll 1 , 11", 11"' and 
11"". 

If additional corrections to the specification of the types above are necessary, Applicant should 
include those corrections in the amendment submitted in response to this Notice.
